With reference to your 711-1 (E) of October 
14th, I beg to inform you thet I discussed 

the matter of denomination of the teacher with 
Major Clark during his recent visit. 


The Louis Bull Indiens, especially the heads 
of families, seem agreed that they desire a 
teacher of the Baptist faith. At one time, 
the majority of these Indians were Methodists 
but seem to have changed their faith. 


on September 19th, 1949, at the request of 
the Chief and Council, a meeting of the Band 
wag held on the Louis Bull Reserve, and a 
vote was taken to try to get an indication of 
the type of teacher wanted. The Indians by 
wote favored a teacher of the Raptist faith 
and the Chief and Council aigned a resolution 
to this effect. Narcisse Brown, councillor, 
was absent being hespitalized at the Charles 
Camse1l Indian hospital in Edmonton, and was 
unable to sign. Previously he has indicated 
hig agreement in the matter. 
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Due to the effort of the Indian Association of 
Alberta, the Indians have peer led to believe 
that what they call undenominational day school 
will be established, in which all faiths attend 
and the various misaionaries are alloted time 
for religious instruction. Regarding the matter 
of a sworn statement as to religious affiliation 
indicated by Major C.A.F. Clark in his letter

With reference to your 711-5 (E) and to the part regarding 
wiring for electricity. To date we have not been able to 
secure other than an approximate estimate of the cost of 
putting in hydro to this school from the Calgary Power Ltd. 
Their line crosses the reserve a little over a mile from 
the site of the echool. Thege are two advantages in having 
electricity run into this echool; 

(1) Most @lassrooms operate during the short daylight 
periods and I have found the usual country school without 
light to be a pretty dark place,especially around four o'clock 
in the winter monthe. 

(2) A good teacher will be easier to entice to the position 
if we have powsr. 

(3) Elimination of fire hazard using lamps. 

If you consider it in order I will secure tenders for wiring 
and thie could be done shortly as the construction of the 
school is now going ahead rapidly. Material seems to be 
arriving slowly though we are arranging for shortages as they 
become evident so not to hold up the workmen.

Major Clark and I were at the Peigan Reserve yester- 
day. The day school is under construction and Mr. Osterberg, 
the contractor, informs me that with reasonably good climatic 
conditions it can be completed by Christmas. 


The contractor and Mr. McMillan brought up two matters: 


(1) Wire for electricity. Unfortunately we should have 
used the plan adapted for locations near hydro-power. 
The agency is served by hydro-power (Calgary Power 
Company) and Mr. McMillan is endeavouring to have 
the line extended from the hospital over a distance 
of about 175 Ft. without cost to us. The school 
should therefore definitely be wired and I have 
asked Mr. McMillan to obtain a bid from a Pincher 
Creek firm covering only the routh installation 
of outlets, etc. and avoiding installation of 
fixtures for the time being as you may have some 
instructions with regard to the type of fixtures 
used in our schools. 


Mr. Osterberg mentioned the fact that some of the 
moldings and casings provided in the bill of 
materials are no longer stocked in Alberta lumber 
yards. We have experienced this before in the 
construction of staff residences. He is mainly 
concerned with the casing. The type mentioned 

in the bill of materials must be milled and the 
mills are so busy that he cannot expect delivery 
for some time. However, the yard stock both 
Victory and Miracle casing. I recommend that 

he be authorized to use Miracle casing as this 

is every bit as good as the casing provided in 
the bill of materials. Please advise.

You have been advisedsby wire that the log teacherage 
at this school was burned to the ‘ground on the 11th inst. Ina 
‘phone call today, Mr- Robertson states that he believes that 
it was caused by an over-heated stove and it is inferred that 
the teacher and his wife, Mr. and Mrs. Dockery, were in Edmonton 


at the time. 


They have been moved temporarily into the cottage 
supplied for the teacher of the second school at Winterburn as 
the present teacher 4s a bachelor and does not occupy 4t. This 
4s many miles away from the Alexis School, therefore the Alexis 


School is closed. 


In the village of Glenevis which is situated on the 
north side of the Alexis Reserve and at the head of a road 
which we built through the reserve past the day school, Indian 
Affairs and the Department of Health and Welfare purchased & 
house which is used as a rationing and clinical centre. It is 
substantially built and with very 1ittle cleaning up will make 
a very comfortable home. It is a two-story building and rations 
and medical supplies canbe transferred to the part which is not 
needed for living quarters. It is our recommendation that this 
house be made the teacherage until such time as a new one can be 
erected beside the school. 


Mr. Robertson believes that the services of 4 local 
Glenevis citizen can be secured for about $30.00 a month to take 
the teacher back and forth to the school which is three miles 
south of the village. This would be done by car when roads were 


passable and by sleigh at other times. 


As all the furnishings were burned a new supply must 
be purchased immediately. Stoves will not be needed as there 
is a heater in the house and the cook stove supplied for the 
Stony Plain cottage was not set up there since there was already 
a departmental cooking range in it. The remainder of the standard 
furnishings, plus blinds, will be required. These must be 
obtained as quickly as possible as the new teacher for Stony 
Plain will want to occupy the Stony Plain house on or vefore 
the first of January. I suggest you give the Superintendent of 
the Edmonton Agency authority to purchase the furnishings re- 
quired for Alexis, in Edmonton. If necessary, he could get prices 
from the T. Eaton Co. Ltd., the Hudson's Bay and Woodwards and

I am enclosing herewith a report on the 
Samson Day School, which wes inspected by lire EL. 
Puller on the 20th of November. The school is taught 
by Miss Mildred Logan, and is under the auspices of 
the Methodist Church. The Inspector points out that 
the teacher is meeting with fair success, but she has 
not the special training actually required for teaching 
Indian children. 


I would draw your attention to the very 
poor attendance at this school, the number of children 
enrolled being 79% of those that should attend, and 
the average attendance for the month of October 77 of 
those enrolled. 


I understood when the question of 
erecting the School at Zdmonton was decided upon, it 
was with the understanding that all those Protestant 
ehildren at the Hobbema Agency would be sent to this 
school and the Day Schools closed. I think this 
should be done without delay. The Zdmonton School 
has never been brought up to its capacity or anything 
like ite 


I would draw your attention to what the 
Inspector says regarding the qualifications of the 
teacher. This is the usual observation made at most 
of our schools. On the whole, our teachers are not 
as well qualified as they should be, and we get 
recommendations very often from the Inspectors that 
these teachers should be sent away to receive Normal 
training.

I described the terms on which we have contributed to the capital 
cost and enrating expenses of schools where Indian and white pupils 
are sducated together. I dia not suggest that we would require from 
the Ponoka Board a contribution toward capital cost because, privately, 
I think that what we are saving on construction cost might be reckoned 
as more than covering any contributa&on for which they would be liable. 
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Operating costs were discussed at greater length. Those present 
agreed to consider the school a thirty-five pupil school. It is almost 
certain that there will be five Metis attending during the first year 
of operation; there could be ten such pupils, and I warned the Board 
that the proportion of Metis could increase sharply if the Director's 
instructions to Supt. Woodsworth (to eject trespassers) are fully 
carried out (see letter 15401 (RoT.) 26 October, 1948), or if, to 
qualify for Family Allowances, additional Metis wore to move in. The

The teacher reassured us that the school has always been 
comfortably warm. She stated that the lichting, however, is 
poor on dull days. 


Indian Affairs. 


When the school closes at the end of June she intends to 
devote herself to her domestic duties. 


Later we toured the Netis areas, questioning the adults whom 
we found at home. Present indications are that there may be six 
Metis children likely to attend in September. 


It might be advisable to declare to all concerned now that 
(i1f this school is purchased) that attendance fort the next 
yeer will be restricted to those children within walking distance 
whose parents at recent treaty-payment declared themselves 
adherents of the Roman Catholic Church. This will allow the 
Ermineskin School 6o make early arrangements regarding discharges 
and admissions for next year. 


The Superintendent might soon prepare a list of the homes in 
the above category which he considers that this day school could 
conveniently serve so as to provide thirty Indian pupils.

GENERAL CONSIDERATIONS 


Benefits of Adequate Lighting 


The necessity of adequate lighting in classrooms has been thorough- 
ly established by scientific research and by actual experience. The cost of 
inetalling a good lighting system is emall compared to the penefite accruing 
from it. Some of these benefits are: minimized eye strain, clear seeing from 
all parts of the room, increased efficiency of teacher, independence of varia- 
tions in daylight, better progress and fewer examination failures, greater 
benefits to pupils with subnormal eyes, better discipline, and more cheerful 
surroundings. 


Requirements of the System 


The principal requirements of classroom lighting are that it shall 
provide evenly distributed illumination of adequate intensity for all desks, 
with sharp shadows minimized and with the least possible glare. 


Types of Lighting 


There are three types of lighting that may be used for claserooms. 
The selection will be influenced chiefly by the cost of the fixtures, the pro- 
vision for cleaning them regularly, and the maintenance of the ceiling in good 
reflecting condition. 


Indirect Tungsten Lighting. See Plate 2, groups 1 and 2 


This is produced by projecting light to the ceiling from which it 
is distributed throughout the room. Consequently the ceiling MUST be main- 
teined in a highly reflective condition: white or near white. 


If the fixtures are of the OPEN type, unite 1, 3, 4 and 5 of group 
1, Plate.2, or those of group 2, they will collect considerable dust which will 
necessitate frequent cleaning. Unit No. 2, group 1 uses @ BOWL-SILVERED lamp 
in which the reflector is deposited upon the inside of the bulb where dust 
cannot collect. Therefore, & reasonable accumulation of dust will not serious- 
ly reduce their efficiency. This is a decided advantage. 


The quality of properly designed and installed indirect lighting ie 
excellent - softly diffused light that is beneficial to the eyss. 
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yw Semi-direct Tungsten Lighting. See Piate 2, group 4. 
“ 


This lighting is produced by enclosing-glass units; No. 1, 
group 4 ie of prismatic glass; units 2 to 5 are of white or milk glass. 
White glass units to comply with these recommendations must be greater in 
diameter than in depth. 


Semi-direct fixtures are satisfactory if they are of the specified 
size and shape, and suspended at the specified height. 


' 


The lighting is somewhat less refined in quality than indirect, 
but does not depreciate quite as rapidly from the accumulation of dust or dis- 
coloration of the ceiling. 


Fluorescent Lighting. 


This is much more efficient than tungsten and will produce twice 
or more as much light for the same amount of power. It has advantages for 
high intensity lighting. Fixtures with bare lamps fully exposed are not 
suitable for classrooms. 


In school the pupile spend & considerable amount of time looking 
straight ahead at the blackboard or the teacher. If bare lamps are exposed 
to view the glare may be objectionable. 
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When fluorescent lighting is to be used on 25 cycle power, the 
utmost care is needed in the selection of fixtures that will minimize the 
flicker that is caused by the 25 cycle power. 
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Fluorescent lighting is higher in firet cost than tungeten light- 
ing, particularly in 25 cycle districts. Indirect tungsten is next, and 
gemi- direct tungsten the lowest. 


Blackboard Lighting. 


It is most important that all the pupils be able to see distinctly 
the work that is written on the blackboards. Most blackboards reflect glering 
light that prevents clear seeing. 


Indian Affairs. 


The most effective way of overcoming this is to shade the windows 
that admit the glaring light and illuminate the blackboards by supplementary 
units installed especially for the purpose. 


Maintenance. 


All lighting fixtures collect dust, particularly indirect open 
type fixtures of any kind. Dust absorbs and wastes light. This wasted light 
is paid for but not received. Cleaning of lighting equipment is just as 
necessary to a lighting system as lubrication to an automobile. 
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Maintenance (Cont'd) 


Do not let the ceiling become dull with age. Dark ceilings in- 
crease glare and reduce the efficiency of the lighting. 


Allowance for Depreciation. 


In the preparation of this recommendation an allowance has been 
made for natural depreciation of the lamps and the accumulation of dust on 
the lighting equipment between cleaning periods. The lighting will there- 
fore appear higher in intensity when the system is new than it will after a 


few months’ use. 


' 


Wiring. 


The importance of adequate wiring is evident from the fact that e 
106 voltage loss, due to inadequate current-carrying capacity, will cause & 
light loss of approximately 24%. The minimum wire size is noted on the draw- 
ing. This size is based on @ maximum voltage loss of 2h, which ie in accord- 
ance with good wiring practice. (In no case should wire smaller than No, 12

With reference to your 94-112 (T-3) of March 10, 
and to your commente regarding the present policy of 
allowing a child to withdraw his savings as soon as 
he ie discharged from School. I readily concur with 
your suggestion that the savings be kept until the 
individual attains the age of twenty-one years or 
marries, as a general policy. I am continually amazed 
however, at specific cases of young people of seven- 
teen or over who have exhibited mature judgement in 
the spending of their savings. There is the case 
of Marcella Lightning who applied all her savings 
this year to buying a sewing machine and even went to 
work at a white farmere in order to make up the dif- 
ference. At present, I have a girl (Marie Wildcat) 
recently discharged from the Ermineekin School, who 
has decided not to withdraw her savings until she 
can get $60.00 or more to enable her to purchase @ 
gewing machine. She is working for various white 
people to try to attain this end. This girl is also 
needed at home to aid her widowed mother support a 
large family. At the conference of Superintendents 
in eer last April, this matter was discussed. 

At that time, it was pointed out and to which I agree, 
that the critical period of an Indian life is from 
the time he leaves school until he gete his feet. He 
or she is released from discipline into a world of 
low standards and he must adjust to cope with thie 


ee without further aid or guidance. 


I am continually appalled by the lack of oppor- 
tunities for the Indians on thie Agency. They live in 
the centre of one of Canada's wealthiest areas and 
near enlightened centres yet over a hundred and possibly 
one hundred and fifty children will never be able to 
attend school. As you are aware, no school has been 
Dpuilt on thie Agency since 1890. I see children of 
people whom I have known gince birth sinking gradually 
into poverty and ignorance as a result. The children 
who can not find facilities in achool are getting 
married, legally or otherwise, at the ages of 14 yearw 
to 18 years. They provide a gteat problem and I suggest 
that any arrange, egareing gaving this group should

From wells in the 
surrounding countryside, I would estimate a well 

of over three hundred feet which would cost around 
$420.00 to drill. 


Mr. Knie also estimating on this basis, has indicated 
the amount of casing, pipe and other well equipment. 
We are submitting @ requisition for these supplies 
as estimeted.

Your wire of the 23rd was received as Mr.Allen 
and I were leaving for Hobbema and I had an opportunity on the 24th to 
visit this site. ‘Instructions were given to have Mr. Dawson, the 
Surveyor whowas at the Agency to establish the roads to the east and 
north. ‘This was done and Mr. Gee was advised that his tender was asene= 
ted, as was Mr. ¥rizzell's re moving the school. On the 6th I was again 
at Hobbema when the actual site of the building was staked out to leave 
the well on the north west corner. Mr. Gee moved on to the location 
that day and was instructed to cement 4 pit on the well site connecting 
with the basement of the school. I did not have an opportunity to in- 
spect the Poplar Forest and Manito Schools which you refer to in your 
letter of August Slst file 721¢5 but Mr. Battle had inspected them and 
advised that the Manito was in his opinion the better building to be 
converted into a teacherage. I instructed Mr. Woodsworth to contact the 
Secretary of the Ponoka School Board and ascertain what was the lowest 
that the Board would accept and at the same time to get a pid from Mr. 
Frizzell for moving the school and alternate bids from Mr. Gee, as 
quickly as possible and advise this office. 
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1. Sighteen hundred dollers is the price set for 
the school by the Board and no reduction can be anticipated. 
2. Mr. Frizzell will move the gchool a distance of about (20°miles), 
place it on a foundation with new wooden plates for $648.90. 
3. To date no bid for the basement ha® been received from Mr. Gee but 
it is my estimate that he will ask for at least $1,000.00 to erect 
retaining walls and a half pasements $1,400.00 to erect a full 


basement.

Dear Sir:- 


It is a very rare thing for me to write a letter of 
complaint. I am under obligation to do so now however. It is 
re the attitude of the Indian Agent to our school work here. We 


have put up with elmost everything up to the present calculeted 


to discourage us in our school work. We have come to the place 
now where silence ceases to be golden. 

Let me go back in my story 80 a8 to give you en idea 
of the situation-When Mrs feller took charge of the school two 
years ago it was soon quite noticeable thet Mr. Batty did not 
take any interest in the work of the school. When fall came on 
with some persuasion we succeeded in getting the school in good 
shape for the winter. That was the fall of 1907. So far there 
had been nothing to complain of. The winter of thet year saw & 


great deal of hardship in procuring wood and getting it cut up 
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for the school. I provided @ good deal of the wood myself and 
day after dey went to the school and cut up wood necessary for 


the day. 1 did not do this, however, without approaching Nr. Batty 
So I thought 


over and over again about it. I got tired of that. 


T would try a new plan end made an arrangement with the Agent thet 


I should hire the Indians to bring wood to the school and cut it 


and send the bill to him. This I have done ever since and the wood 


problem has been fairly well solved, giving me, however, work 


which belongs to the Agent. 
Matters moved slong fairly well then until the 


fall of '08, when time came to have the old log school fitted 


up for the winter. 1 requested Mr. Batty to get the school mudded 


for us. He gave me no assurance that he would do it end at last 
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put me off by saying "That is not my business; that is the work 


of the Farm Instructor; go to him about it." The Farm Instructor 
did not think it was his duty, and so the 014 school went unmudded-+ 


When the cold winter came we found that it would be impossible to 


hold sehool there, and rather than close school altogether we opened 


our home for a school and took the children into our own home. 


You can imagine how {nconvenient that was for use. 


Then we fitted up the old kitehen into a school. 
Happily I had had 4t mudded before the winter set in. That is

‘Well you will be amazed to learn 
and the Dept. through you, I trust, that he aid not pay even one 


official visit to the school since kre Seller took charge of it 


two years agoe Notwithstanding this he has sent in o full report 


of a visit each month. 
You have no doubt read thet pamphiet entitled, "Regulations 


relating to the education of Indian children," printed in 1908, 


containing the recent Act of our Government re this matter. We 


believe thie to be a valuable aid to us in our work if - if - we 


nt who would show the least inclination to do the part 


had an Age 
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assigned him in this pamphlet. Beforo I had a copy in my possession 
I went to him and asked hin if he hed not power given him to see 
that Indien children attended achool. He said he knew of nothing 
of any such regulation as I mentioned. I hed at the same time 
positive proof that he had read them and discussed them with 
others. I told him that I had read the Act, and then he modified 
what he had said by stating that the Department did not desire 

him to put that into force. 

Now we have a Methodist family within the two mile 
area who will not send their children to school. The father hes 
turned out to be a sort of medicine nan, and does not want to 
send his children to school. This is the family I had in mind 
when, during the last few months, I have gone to the Agent to 
secure his assistance. I do not think thet any drastic measures 
would have to be used in getting these ohilaren to school if the 
Agent would only take up the matter with them and show ther what 
the law requires. 

Te look upon our school work here as the most hopeful 
side of our work if only we could secure the attendance of our 
Indian children. So far as I can see there is no reason why we 
should not have an average of 18 or 20 children attending school. 
My own mind in the matter is, if the Indian Department would only 
puila a good school in a more central part of the protestant 
portion of this Reserve, and if teams were sent round every morning 
to the doors of the homes where children are, and these teame took 
the @hildren back again in the evening, that at least 20 children 
could be at school every dey. A compulsory Act under such e system 
would then be workable and might be put into force without much 
friction. Of course it would cost e little more, but would it not 
be wise to spend & 1ittle more and get some reaultes The 
inefficiency of our sohool work at this point has cost us more 


heartache than any other thing. What will become of our work here

if this problem is not more efficiently solved? I know of 
several children whom we will lose if we do not do something 
Tight awey. 

I am writing this letter to you dear Doctor Sutherlend, 
to ask you to take up this matter with the Department and see that 
this school is not closed here. This letter is not written in 4 
few minutes of “the blues", (that's & trouble I know very little 
about) It is written after a great deal of deliberation. I want 
your counsel in this matter,also your influence to see that the 
Agent is made do his duty in regard to school work. I have not 
written any complaints to the I.D. This is the first I have 
written or said outside about the matter. 

Trusting that I may hear from you soon re this matter 
of most vital importance to our work here.

to, but I can underwrite Mr. Seller as a man who 

is not only very careful in his statements, but 

ig courteous and considerate in his intercourse 
with other people, and I know that his desire is 

to maintain the most friendly relations with the 
Agent of the Government on the Reserve where he is 
stationed. I am aware that the attendance at the 
Protestant school at Saddle Lake has been and still 
js small, but in view of the delapidated and uncom- 
fortable condition of the school house and its 
inconvenient location, and the indifference,not to 
use a stronger term, of the Agent, one only wonders 
that any children can be induced to attend. We 
have been informed that it is the policy of the 
Superintendent General to endeavor to improve the 
character of the Indian Day Schools, and it appears 
to me that Saddle Lake affords an excéllent opportun- 
ity of trying the experiment.

I have the honour to acknowledge receipt of your 

letter of the 4th inst., #117060, referring to the Indian 

School at Saddle Lake. It is conceded that the old school 


building is unfit for use and not worth repairing, but the 


Department thinks it would not be justified in going to the 
expense of erecting a new building on the site we have 
suggested, or, indeed, anywhere on the reserve, 88 it is 
doubtful where the Indians will permanently locate. 

There are features of this question which I find 
it difficult to understand. In interviews and correspondence 


with the Department we have been given distinctly to understand

We aleo 
have erected, this Summer, a dwelling for the Missionary end 
are doing everything to show the Indians that this ir 4 
permanent location, end we wish to encourage them in settling 
on the most convenient part of the reserve. The school we 


coneidered a necessity in carrying out the general plan, 
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although we would have preferred a Boarding School for the 
Saddle Lake, White Fish Lake, and Good Fish Lake Indians, had 
such a plan been favored by the Minister. To have the plan of 
the Day School blocked at this stage is not only disappointing 
in itself, but has another very serious aspect, namely, that it 
is the very thing which encourages, or almost compells, Indiens, 
if they desire their children to be educated at all, to send 
them to some of the existing Boarding Schools, and as no 
Protestant Boarding School is within reach the alternative is 
very plain. Like Indians everywhere, those at Saddle Lake may 
not be much interested in education for their children, but, 
with proper facilities provided and the influence of a man like 
the Rev. Mr. Seller, I feel convinced that in course of time, 
and not very long time at that, the greater part of the 
children would be gathered into the school, and if some 
expense would be inourred in bringing in those who live ata 
distance it would be a very wise expenditure in view of possible 
results. Knowing that @ new dwelling for the Indian Agent 
had been erected, we were confirmed in the impression that 
Saddle Lake was to be continued as a centre, and it seems to 
me that Saddle Lake is one of the very places where the new 
policy of the Department respecting Day Schools should have 
a fair trial.

parents of the children who are attending school 
as well as the children themselves, as they are 
given object lessons in expecting to receive sone- 
thing for nothing, and the indolence and pauperism 
which is to be found on the reserves, could, I 
believe, be traced back to some such beginning ae 
thie in a good many cases. 

As an illustration, I would quote the 
Whitefish Lake Band No. 128. These people had been 
receiving rations and assistance in different other 
forme until some three years ago. Since that time, 
with the exception of three or four cases which 
have been supplied, no ratioms have been issued and 


in the last three years or so, the Indians there 


have 
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have made more progress than they have ever done in twice 
the time previous to the closing of the ration house, and 
I believe that this was due to the fact that the Indians 
were given to understand that they were expected to work 
for a living and that they were not to expect the issue 
ef rations regularly as they had been formerly. 

The same might be said of the Indians of the Saddle 
Lake reserve. A liberal ration has been allowed these 
Indians regularly and they had formed habits of loafing 
around home until they were hungry and then coming to the 
ration house where they took it for granted, free rations 
would be issued to them. 

Last Spring, the quantity of rations usually issued 
was cut down and I have not seen any suffering among the 


Indians to date and in fact, I pelieve that they have

made a better living this year (considering the scarcity 


ef money) than they have done in other years. 
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In view of what I have learned from my experience 
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with the Day schools and from the foregoing facte, I have

Loo greet a distance to go over.As a mattor of fact, only 
six live within something less unan 4 mile from the 
school, some tive or six more live within nearly two 
miles from it, some few others within 24 or 3 miles, 
Others within 4 or 5 miles, others again within 6 miles,

I4 or 16 miles from the school. The reason of this is 
that many families who formerly and until recently were 
sevlled near my mission, have graduaiiy dispersed, and 
wen to live in proximity to their hay grounds, to avoid 
the ever increasing amount of hay which they had to 
Lransport. 

Again, you must be aware that for a number vf years 
tne Government has left the Chipewayans to their own 
resources, giving them none of the help which is given 
to uhe ouner Indians on all the Reserves. Hence, for our 
people, bovh vhose of whom Lhe children live near the 
school, and the others, periods of penury, of want which 
force’ them to take the gun and go to the bush with wife 
and chilaren nov to starve at home. ‘This is a great 
reason for the frequent lowering of the schools average 
altendance. For ull these reasons, [ repeat, Uhat no- 
where could the establishment of 4 boarding school be 
more desirable than here. I therefore am bold enough to 
urge you vo uuchorize us Lo open such & school, the 
operation of which Lo begin on the Ist July of next year 
I3de.

I have the honour to acknowledge the recei® 
of your letter of the Qliet. ultimo, Noe 115 - 3+ 1, with 
reference to the proposed re-opening of the Indian Day 
School on the Chipewyan reserve at Cold Lake. 


At the census taken recently there were 45 
children of school age in the two Chipewyan pands at Cold 
Lake. Of these 14 are enrolled at the Onion Lake (R.Ce) 
Boarding School, leaving a balance of 31. After deducte- 
ing from this number ‘all those who for any reason could not 
attend the Day School it appears to me that an average 

attendance of 20 is a very conservative estimate, and 
could reasonably be expected. 


I was again at Cold Lake on October 30the 
and called upon Father Balter at the Roman Catholic Missio 
there; he seems very keen and enthusiastic over the pros- 
pect of the re-opening of the Day School. Formerly, when 
the Sisters of Charity were living at the Mission the 
Indian Day School was held in one of the roome there which 
had been enlarged for that purpose. However, since the 
Sisters have left the Mission building, it has again been 
used as quarters for the priests, who have given up the 
building they formerly occupied. This is the puilding 
that would now be used for school purposes. The room 
intended for the classroom is 21 ft. square. e wilding 
is a log one, two storied and shingled. It is a good 
pudiding in every respect, and the remainder of the build- 
ing would be occupied by Mr. and Mre.

Referring to the construction of a hospital,I beg to 
inform Your Grece that for a few yeare past mortality seems to have been 
more marked among the Chipweyan Indians than on other Reserves.According 
to the Doctors themselves (Dr.Charlebois, DreHill,DreSabourin),in most cases 
thie work has been handicaped for want of a hospital,the Indians as a rule 
not being able to give remedies according to prescriptione.At the present

With regard to the request of the Cold Lake 
Indians for a Residential School, I beg to say that the 
facte are as stated in the letter. These Indians were 
made to believe that they were on the point of having a 
Residential School erected just before the outbreak of 
the World War; and, since the war, at every meeting of 
the band at which the Inspector and myself have been 
present, they have always brought up the subject, and 
appear to feel very keenly about it. 

I may say that the number of children of 
school age belonging to this band is, approximately 60. 
This number includes those at present attending the Onion 
Lake Residential School and the Cold Lake Indian Day, 
which is, respectively, 39 and 13.

I have to refer to your report on the Cold Lake 
Infian Day Sehool for the month of October, last. It is 
noted that there are 13 half-breed children attending. The 
last return received from this school, for the quarter 
enfied September 30, 1931, shows an enrolment of 25 pupils. 
We are not aware whether this mumber inclufied the half- 
breeds in attendance. 


It ie considered, in view of the number of half- 
breed ami also children of the antes sueroo ani 
teacher, who, we unferstani attend, that the Provincial 
esathorities should be responsible for part of the cost of 
maintaining the school. In several instances we have conm- 
bined white and Inéian schools, the municipality or the 
Provincial Government paying part of the cost. If there 
is a school seetion organized in this locality, wold it 
not be possible to arrange with them or with the Provin- 
cial Government to pay part of the cost of the teacher's 
salary ani other maintenance charges’? I would point out 
that thie Department ie under no responsibility for the 
education of half-nreeds or white children. 


I would be pleased to have a report from you, 
givise your views re ng the conduct of a con- 
ined sehool for the Infian, half-breed white child- 
ren in the neighbourhood of the Cold Lake School. In 
forwarding Feed report, please state the total number 
ef Infian children who could attend and also the number 
of half-hreed and white children in the neighbourhood, 
who are at present attending.

I have the honour to refer to your letter of 
the 16th ultimo, No- 115-3-1, addressed to Mr. Turner 
re Cold Lake Indian Day School. Vr. Turner, as you 
are aware, is on six months sick leave. 

I visited Cold Lake reserve on the 16th instant, 
when I inspected the children attending the day 
school- There were ten in attendance, viz, three 
Indians, five whites and two breeds. There are 
49 children enrolled, of which 25 are Indians, 17 are 
breeds and the remaining 7, (whites) are the children 
of the school teacher and farm instructor. These 
preed children come from unorganised districts south, 
east and west of the Indian day school, and the 
nearest organized school and school district, (Beaver 
Crossing ) is six miles further north. It is quite 
ebvious that the Province should assist in the 
maintenance of this school and I am writing the 
Provincial Department of Fducation, at Bdmonton, 

Alberta, by this mail, explaining the situation.

Dear Sir: 


I amin receipt of your favour of 
the 2ist instant in which you advise me that there 
are 25 Indians, 17 breeds and 7 white children 
attending the Cold Lake Indian Day School, and that 
‘the Federal Government is supporting this school but 
feels no responsibility for the education of the 
white children and the half-breed children. 


The white children belone to families 
of the employees of the Federal Government, and in my 
opinion the Federal Government should be responsible 
for the education of these children, or at least should 
allow these children to attend the school they are 
operating on the Reserve. 


In regard to the half-breed childrn 1 
wish to say that when there is a sufficient number of 
them in any unorgenized territory the Department of 
Sducation will feel justified in organizing a school 
district and placing it on the same basis as the other 
school districts throughout the Province. If tnere is 
not a sufficient number in any one place to justity 
organizing a school district the Department does not 
undertake to pay any part of the expenses of the parents 
who send their children to a private school.

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There is, however, a Correspondence Branch 
in connection with this Department,that carries on the 
correspondence work in the grades from one to eight 
inclusive without cost to the parents. These half- 
oreed children could enroll in these classes.

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Would you kindly advise me whether or not 
these children are located at any one point where a 
school district could be formed and all these children 
educated. I do not know of any case where the Federal 
yovernment and the Provincial vovernment have come to an 
understanding with regard to the education of half-breed 
children or white children on a reservation.

ion, should be closed. As long as it is kept open, it will simply 
be used as an excuse by certain members of the Band for not send- 
ing their children to residential schools. The Indians have been 
informed from time to time that the existence of the school depends 
upon the interest they take in it. They have evidently not taken 
the warning seriously, in view of the fact that the attendance 
does not improve. It is becoming worse rather than better as time 
goes on. The geacher is in receipt of a salary of $1,000.00 a 
year and his wife is paid $600.00 a year as Assistant Teacher and 
the results under existing conditions are practically nil.

I may say that I have discussed the matter very 
candidly with the Teacher and he fully appreciate the situation 
and understand that the conditions which have prevailed in connec- 
tion with the attendance would not justify the Department in keep- 
ing the school in operation.
